A portion of this expenditure for new construction has been 
used for new cars, railway extensions and general railway im­ 
provement, but the greater part of it has been expended in the 
improvement of gas, ice and electric properties. 
We expect to go ahead with the constructive program, and, 
we hope, on a larger scale in the future than we have in the past. 
If we say, however, mat the pres-, ut indication is that a 
smaller proportion of such n construction program will be set 
aside for railway improvement and extension in the future than 
was set aside during the past six years.

Is there ary reason why the Traction company should not 
spend money for railway improvement in the same proportion 
mat it spends money for other constructive improvement? 
There is a reason and it is a potent one. The earning pos­ 
sibilities of an investment are always carefully investigated by a 
careful prospective investor before he will elect to put his money 
into it. The earning possibilities not only of the Sedalia electric 
1 oilway, but of practically every electric railway system in the 
country, due to a number of contributing causes, dating back 
many years, but very largely accelerated during the period of the 
war, have fallen to so lovV a level that it is impossible, in most 
cases, to interest investors in ti is class of security. One of the 
large contributing causes of this condition has been brought 
about by competition of the inc * sing use of the automobile. 
The automobile has deprived the - .trie railway of that natural 
growth in traffic which should go hand in hand with the growth 
of the community which it serves. At the same time, and merging 
to the same result, there has been a steady increase in the < ost 
of material and supplies necessary to operation and improvement. 
This was a gradual increase for many years before the war and 
was greatly accelerated during the war period. What has been 
true of material has also been true of labor costs. 
On the other hand and contributing to the same result, due 
to franchise limitations and public disinclination to concede an 
increased price for railway service in proportion to this gradually 
increasing cost of producing it, the revenue has remained practi­ 
cally fixed, if indeed, due to a greater use of some other means 
t conveyance, it has not actually decreased. 
These are the subborn facts and the result of these conditions 
the electric railway situation stands today is that of the 48,000 
miles of electric railway mileage in operation, 4,939.77 miles or 
more than IO per cent is in receivership. During the past year 
538.35 miles on line has been abandoned or scrapped to the junk 
dealers. 
In the face of this condition of affairs, it should be appar­ 
ent that the manager of a railway property is confronted with a 
very difficult problem when he undertakes to interest the invest­ 
or of capital in financing electric railway improvements and ex­ 
tensions. 
It is conceded that electric railway transports non is neces­ 
sary to the growth and development of communities and for that 
reason it is essential that this problem find a speedy solution. 
Many cities have already taken some steps to solve the pron em 
as it relates to them and this fact offers some encouragement. 
The methods of solution are not always the same._ In ie ' the 
methods show a wide variation, in different localities. It is not 
our present purpose to suggest a solution for our local problem, 
but rather to point out the fact that the same condition doe? pre­ 
vail locally that prevails elsewhere and to emphasize the Tact that 
the solution of the street railway problem is largely a public prob­ 
lem.
